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EDITORIAL THOUGHTS 
Tennis Anyone? 


Apparently tennis courts are to become an integral part 


of our recreation program. 

At least this will be true, if town meeting takes the first 
step by appropriating $5,000 to provide drainage and 
foundations for courts, to be located in the rear of the 
high school. The money for the project would have to be 
appropriated next year. 

There seems to be general agreement that tennis courts 
are a desirable addition to the program — with the Finance 
Committee, Selectmen and many citizens joining hands to 
proclaim the advantages of providing this facility to the 
townspeople. 

While there has been some disagreement over the timing 
— whether courts should be provided this year or over the 
next couple of years — there is no basic disagreement 
over the need, as seen by the boards and groups men- 
tioned here. 

During the discussion of the proposal, the League of 
Women Voters Committee chairman, Mrs. George A. L. 
Brown, said her group has been thinking of the high school 
site as a location for a community center — and suggested 
that thought be given to development of the 30-plus acres 
there for municipal recreation. This too is an intriguing 
idea, and details of the proposal should be worked out 
and presented for discussion. If such a development is 
desirable, it probably must be approached as a long-range 
project, with portions accomplished whenever there is 
some money available. To do this sensibly, there must be 
a master plan to follow. 

The League could serve a useful purpose by providing 
the town with such a plan, so that its ingredients can be 
discussed and changed, where necessary, to meet the 


needs of the community. 


Make Your Opinion Known 


A subject of general interest, and of vital importance, 
will be discussed tonight when the Planning Board holds 
its public hearing on the zoning articles in the town 
warrant. 

This hearing, required by statute, is the place for in- 
terested voters to state their opinions about the zoning 
proposed in the warrant. Presumably the Planning Board 
takes these opinions into consideration when making a 


final recommendation to town meeting. 
Thus it is important for everyone who has an interest in 
this subject to appear and make himself heard. 


Economy, With Progress 


It was good news indeed when FinCom head Winthrop 
Newcomb told the Selectmen that the $26 tax rate can be 
retained, providing town funds are spent judiciously, and 
with the proper use of available funds, 

We recognize, while rejoicing over the rate, that some- 
times difficulties befall a community which seeks blindly 
to keep its tax rate down. 

Considering the present town warrant, however, it is 
apparent that in 1960 false economy is not being practiced. 

Major projects are being undertaken through the wise 
use of surplus cash. 

Thus we can safely set our sights on a $26 rate — on 
holding the line — without any worries that such action 
will create additional problems later. 

Much credit goes to the Finance Committee and to the 
town manager for the diligent effort that has produced a 
balanced program of economy with progress.

Residents Dislike 
Name Change 


Residents of Rattlesnake Hill rd, 
have voiced their strong opposition 
to changing the nameof their street 
to Greenleaf rd., as proposed ina 
town warrant article, 

In a letter to the BoardofSelect- 
men, the residents have urged that 
public attention be drawn to their 
opposition, Some 24 signatures 
appeared onthe petition, allof them 
residents of the road, 


The letter, signed by James R, 
Reid, was read into the records of 
the Selectmen’s meeting, and Mr. 
Reid added his own comments 
urging the Selectmen to oppose 
the measure when it comes up for 
a vote, 

Chairman Eugene A, Bernardin 
Jr. explained that four of the five 
members, present at the Board 
meeting last week,expressed their 
feelings that the name should not 
be changed, They felt that the 
change would serve no useful pur- 
pose, he reported, and that the 
suggested **Greenleaf’’ name lacks 
the character and color of ‘‘Rattle- 
snake Hill’, 

The letter from Mr. Reid and 
the other residents follows: 

‘‘We wish to call your attention 
to the article in the Town Warrant 
to change the name of Rattlesnake 
Hill rd, 

‘‘This petition was presented by 
William Moriarty and his wife who 
live on Rattlesnake Hill rd, His 
petition is signed by 12 other 
bonafide residents of the town of 
Andover. However, none of the 
others who signed the petition 
live on Rattlesnake Hill rd, 

“This letter is accompanied by 
a statement signed by the resi- 
dents of Rattlesnake Hill rd, and 
none of us want the name changed, 
It seems very unfair andimproper 
that the name should be changed 
when only one resident wants it 
and all the others do not want it, 

‘*Mr, Moriarty’s petition was 
filed without the knowledge and 
consent of the other residents of 
the street, He has stated only two 
reasons for wanting the name 
changed: 1, He gets a lot of ridi- 
cule from it, and 2, He can’t sell 
his house because of the name of 
the street, 

‘*These are extremely weak rea~ 
sons for a change, especially when 
he obviously wants to sell his 
property and plans to leave, 

**Now consider the problems in=- 
volved in changing the name: 

**1, All deeds and titles will 
have to be changed, 

2. All town, county and state 
records will have to be changed, 

**3, All personal records such as 
insurance policies, automobile 
licenses and registrations govern= 
ment records, mailing addresses, 
etc, will have to be changed, 

**4, Confusion will result in fire 
emergencies because of similar 
street names such as Greenwood, 
Greendale, Evergreen, etc. 

**5, The Town will have to pro~ 
vide new street signs, 


**Now consider the most import= 
ant reason for not changing the 
name, All the other residents of 
Rattlesnake Hill rd, like the name 
and do not want it changed, 


**We repeat that Mr, Moriarty 
does not have the approval of any 
other resident of Rattlesnake Hill 
rd, We want to make sure this 
information is made public to all 
concerned, It does not seem right 
that a matter like this should be

In Pension Law
